During the roundtable discussion, Vice President Biden said, "if we raise the minimum wage nationally to 
$10.10, that takes 28 million people out of poverty." 

With so many Americans living below the poverty line, raising the minimum wage to $10.10 as many 
politicians suggest, may help alleviate the poor and assist the struggling economy. “In 2007 the last time 
the federal government raised the minimum wage it helped to lift poverty,” said mayor Garcetti. 

Garcetti has publicly supported raising the minimum wage to $13.25 in Los Angeles over the next three 
years. This raise will help boost the economy because quite simply people spend the money they make, 
so the more people make, the more they will spend. 

However, not everyone is on board. Small local businesses think that the current federal minimum wage 
should not be raised from $7.25. With many small businesses already struggling to make ends meet, 
owners fear a raise would force them to fire workers or even go out of business. 

Raising the minimum wage remains an important topic to democrats as the November elections grow 
close.

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LEGISLATIVE UPDATE 
Raising the Minimum Wage 

Continuing the city’s proud tradition of progressive leadership on wage and poverty issues, we joined 
three other City Councilmembers to co-introduced legislation that begins the process of raising the 
minimum wage for workers in Los Angeles. 

The wage motion, submitted by Councilmembers Mike Bonin, Gil Cedillo, Nury Martinez and Curren 
Price Jr. calls on the City Attorney to draft an ordinance that will raise the minimum wage to $13.25 by 
July 1, 2017, and calls for further steps to raise the minimum wage to $15.25 by 2019. The motion also 
proposes attaching the minimum wage to the Consumer Price Index (CPI), so the wage can keep pace 
with future inflation. 

The First Council District’s the median household income remains 31.1% below the City average, raising 
the minimum wage across all sectors in the City of Los Angeles is the right thing to do. This motion is 
the first step in improving the quality of life for all working families who continue to struggle to make ends 
meet in the First District and across all of Los Angeles. We are hopeful we can achieve this with no job 
loss and adequate protections for small businesses. 


Wage Theft Legislation 

We introduced a motion Tuesday to run parallel to the citywide minimum wage increase legislation. We 
requested the City Attorney to include enforcement language in any proposed citywide minimum wage 
ordinance; tools to be considered include the revocation of city permits and increased administrative 
penalties and fines. The motion also asks for a feasibility study to be done on establishing an Office of 
Labor Standards within the City of Los Angeles. 

As we move forward to raising the minimum wage citywide, we must establish meaningful enforcement 
to protect workers against wage theft. It is critical we take action, the State does not have the resources 
for enforcement, and increasing the minimum wage will do little if struggling hard working people 
continue to lose wages. 


FIELD UPDATE 

Vice President Biden Discussion on Minimum Wage 

It was a pleasure hosting Vice President Joe Biden in the First District on Tuesday to discuss the need 
to increase the minimum wage in Los Angeles and across the nation. The Vice President spoke at LA 
Baking Company in Lincoln Heights, where the median household income in 2011 was $33,472. 

The First District specifically, would benefit from an increase in the minimum wage, and we are happy to 
be a co-author of legislation in the City to increase the local wage to $13.25 by 2017. This will increase 
consumer spending which will lead to positive economic impacts for business like the LA Baking 
Company. Congratulations to Ron Ballesteros of LA Baking for hosting such a great event. 


Esperanza Azteca Youth Orchestra 
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A unique public-private partnership today launched the Esperanza Azteca Youth Orchestra, providing 
more than 200 underprivileged Los Angeles school children the opportunity to learn to play a musical 
instrument beginning with the 2014-2015 school year.The youth orchestra will be based at Florence 
Nightingale Middle School in Cypress Park. The youth orchestra is a joint effort among Grupo Salinas 
and its Fundacion Azteca, The Andrew Nikou Foundation, OpenGate Capital, the City of Los Angeles, 
the Los Angeles Unified School District, Beyond the Bell and Community Partners. 

We are pleased to welcome the first Esperanza Azteca Youth Orchestra in the United States to the First 
Council District. This is a tremendous opportunity to expose our youth to arts and culture that will benefit 
the entire community. The performance by the youth of the Esperanza Azteca Youth Orchestra of Juarez 
was extremely moving, this is truly the realization of a dream to bring arts to our community. We are 
extremely happy and look forward to one day soon listening to our own Los Angeles students performing 
on this stage. 

Expediting Ave 50 Traffic Safety Measures 

We hosted an installation ceremony on Thursday for traffic safety improvements that were installed at 
the intersection of Avenue 50 and San Marcos Place at the corner where Aldama Elementary School is 
located. Stop signs, painted crosswalks, and 25 mph school zone signs are some of the improvements 
installed. The traffic safety improvements were expedited in response to a hit-and-run collision where 
Gloria Ortiz was killed while crossing the intersection on Sunday, September 14. 

We had identified Avenue 50 as a street that has traffic safety hazards and submitted a request for 
improvements earlier this year. After the tragic death of Ms. Ortiz, Team Cedillo expedited the traffic 
safety improvements. Our streets have been neglected for far too long and we are taking action to help 
prevent further tragedies from occurring in front of a school where children should feel safe. 


Highland Park Independent Film Festival 

Team Cedillo attended the opening night of the first annual film festival on Thursday evening. It was a 
great opening night with the screening of Water & Power. The festival will run today and Saturday. The 
films in competition will screen on Friday and Saturday. 

The feature film screening in exhibition, Scenic Route starring Josh Duhamel and directed by Kevin and 
Michael Goetz will close the Friday Night program. Saturday’s closing film is Avenues by Aaref 
Rodriguez.The screening at HPIFF will be the last one before the critically acclaimed film goes to 
distribution.Highland Park filmmaker Lance Lindahl will have his World Premiere at HPIFF with the 
comedy Hay Days and the two documentaries in competition are Bella Vita a pilgrimage to the Italian 
surfing scene and UPAJ Improvise, a behind-the-scenes look at how East meets West in dance at the 
India Jazz Suites. Three short programs round out the screenings on Friday and Saturday with 
selections from Los Angeles and around the country.

Handyworker Program 

The Handyworker Program provides free minor home repairs for low-income seniors and disabled 
persons who own and occupy a single family home in the City of Los Angeles. 

Homeowners must be 62 years old or have a disability, have an income that is less than the required 
maximum (see flyer). The repairs address safety and habitability concerns, including doors, windows, 
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flooring, faucets, sinks, toilets, water heater, light fixtures, electrical outlets, railings, smoke detectors, 
carbon monoxide detectors, rain gutters and painting. 

The Program also provides for the installation of safety and security devices for eligible homeowners 
and renters. Participants must be 62 years or older or disabled, have an income that is less than the 
required maximum.
